WiNNTi'Kt;, April IS. — (Special) — Tlio 
party of British caiiilalists now liere en 
routi; to British Cohimliia, will tlepart, 
on Moiulay for Victoria ami Vaiiconver 
where three weeks will bo spent in ex- 
amining the electric railway sysluiuB in 
whioli they are largely interested. As 
soon as the roads allow the whole party, 
with the addition of two very eminenl 
iniiiint! eiifrinoera, one Iroin \Vashini;t()n 
aiul another from Cajie Coliuiy, will ^'o 
info the interior of British Coliimliia 
and make a very thorough in.spection of 
all the mines. They will he "up coun- 
try " most of the summer. The syndi- 
cate ropreaented by Mr. Home- Payne 
controls ten mines in British Columbia, 
anil it is the intention of the party to 
thoroiighly post themselveB on 'the 
country before returning. Mr. Horne- 
I'ayne thinks that British Colunil)ia hns 
a liriglit future. He i.'i so .sine of il, in 
ftittt, that lie and his coiiipanions will 
invest two and ii lialf niilliun dollars in 
the province this year. 

" The progress in British Columbia 
gold mining," said Mr. Ilorne-Payne, 
" has been slow in the past, but it is 
commencing to be more rapid now. We 
fliinply have been prospecting on our 
properties, but this year will commence 
to prixluce and ,^■ill work every mine. I 
expect the output will he largo, as I 
have every confidence in the richness of 
the country. There is us much gold in 
liritish Columbia as there is in Africa or 
Australia. The cost of working the 
mines is much smaller in British Col- 
umbia than in either of the otherplaces, 
as we have all the ■water and timber we 
want right at our mines. On the 
other hand, both these necessities 
are very haixl to obtain in Africa 
or Australia. British Columbia gold 
niining will he as that of South Africa 
was. It is now as the latter country was 
in 18s;-i, Then was commenced a wild 
but steady boom, and propurties clianged 
liands for far more than they were 
wfirth. The inevitable smash came in 
IHSS, and it took Africa some time to re- 
cover. . .-Vs you see, she recovered with 
an earnestness this year that made the 
income of -every financitil man in Eng- 
land tr'.'o invested in African securities 
ten times its usual si/.e. British Oolani- 
biii will have the same course, and as it 
is as rich as South Africa, it need not 
fear the result. 

"We shall have ten mines o[)erating 
this yenr aiul open some others. The 
com|iany which at ])re.=ent liulils iheni is 
comix>ae(l of forty-five nieinbers, and us 
these are leading men in all the ICuro- 
pean iniirkets we have a gooil name and 
when wo wish to increastMiiir stock there 
will he no ditlicully in doinir so. When 
we ptjt the mines in good mining otxU'r 
we shall form a joint slock company, 
take stock lo the amount of our invest- 
nien-l iLiid sell the rest of the shares. In 
this way we shall interest a great many 
people in the mines." 



Soldiers From India Necessary to 
Bccouquer the Territory Over- 
run by Dervishes. 



Splendid Sliowiu^^ of E^'yptiiiii 
Troops— (Treat Guns to Be 
Sent to the Front. 



LoxDiiN, April 13.— The defeat of the 
dervislius outside of .Suakim tiiul around 
Tokar luive drawn attention to the fact 
that troops from India will shortly have 
to be landed there if the campaigi 
agtdnst the Khalifa is to be properly con 
ducted and the Soudan reconquered. 

Tho friendly tribes in the vicinity of 
Sual-cim and Tokar are constantly bar 
rassiiig the dervishes and are keejiin;; 
the latter continually on the move. The 
scouts say that (.)sman Digna has re 
treated to Adaro and the friendly chief, 
Omantitita, has re-occupied the Agoba 
district. 

There is much grnti/ication in Kiig- 
land at the splendid showing made by 
the Egyptian troops who are said to be 
becoming reliable enough to be pitted 
against the dervishes with even chances 
of victory. 

Some of Great Britain's latest guns 
will be employed for the first time dur- 
ing the autumn campaign in the Soudan. 
Tliey carry a liighlv explosive shell ten 
miles and each sliell is capable of dis- 
abling 200 of the enemy. These guns 
have such a rapid firing capability that 
before the first shell bursts three others 
are on their way in the same diredioii. 
Trie government shell foundry has been 
overwhelmed with orders for tlie manu- 
facture of nrojectiles, and private con- 
tracts for '1,000,000 shells have been 
given out.

Lo.s'ixiN, April IS. — A despatch from 
Bdluvviiyo, Matabeleland, dated April 
17, says the rebels are increasing in 
numbers in proximity to the fortress of 
the pntrol established by the English. 
Forty-two men attacked the vanguard of 
the Matabeles at dawn and drove them 
bat^k to the main body. The English 
sustained a loss -of only one niiin wound- 
ed. Two of the horses belonging 
to the British patrolling forces were 
killed, however. According to the re- 
ports, over fifty of the natives 
were killed. At noon tlie scouts again 
encountered the rebels. Again in the 
aflerndon a panic v.a.s caused in the 
tiiwii by the discovery of L'UO natives 
hilling in the bush back of the hospital, 
where they were detained by tlio British 
forces. Advdcea so far as received dti not 
indicate whether any of the English or 
Matabeles were killed or injured during 
these latest conflicts. The situation, 
however, grows more serious hourly and 
a hot time is expected soon. 

Latest ad.vices from Buliiwayo proved 
beyond any -(louVit tiiat the town is in a 
most critical situation. The garrison is 
not believ(?<i to number 1,000 men all 
told, aiiel over one-third of them are 
either foraging, holding strategic posi- 
tions, si:otiting or trying to keep the 
roads clear for the iirovision and ain- 
niunition trains, wliich aie on the 
way to relievo Htilinvayo. Be- 
sitles, it i« reported that a large 
.portion of the reiiiuiiider of tiie 
garrison left Buliiwayu yesterday to at- 
tack tho Inibezu regiment of Matabeles, 
in wliich case serious disaster is appre- 
hended, according to dispatches from 
Cape Town and elsewhere. The an- 
nouncement ,made in the House of 
Commons yesterday by Mr, Chamber- 
lain, t hat tiie government intended im- 
mediately to increase the strength of the 
garrison in Bnnth Africa, has cttused 
great sat isfaction here, ami the Mitldle- 
,€ex regiment, ithe lii'st one ortlered to 
siiil, has been esjieciully chosen as it 
fought at the Cape in ISTil. 

Tliorc was great elation at Alderahot 
caxnp when tlio orders to jiropare to em- 
bark for South A.frica reached the regi- 
nieut. The soldiers gathered together 
and cheered repeiitedly for tiucen and 
country, and not many days will elapse 
before "the men are ready for shij)board. 
It is iijore than hinted that the jiresent 
increiise is only tbe first instalnient of 
large reinforcements of troops wliich are 
to be sent to the Capo, and 
the Conservative newspapers are 
suddenly alive to the fact that 
theCapeof Good Hope ia of vital im- 
portance to Great Britain, as being a 
sort of half-way house to India, a most 
healthy station, etc., iiiirl they loudly 
tlemand that it be i:onverted into a mili- 
ttiry base on a large scale. But what is 
leally meant ia that Great Britain should 
prepare for war with the Transvaivi and 
lose no time in so doing. 



A Young: Fellow Accidentally Shot 
by His Friend— Ottawa's 
Cause Celebre. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

OrTAw.\, April 18. — The House of Com- 
mons Kjient the whole day in discussing 
militia allaire. Messrs. !Mulock, Edgar, 
and other Reformers condemned the gov- 
erniiient for retiring Col. Ilaiiiilton, 
coiiiniandant of the (Queen's Gwn, To- 
ronto, and then the discussion switched 
oil' to Royal Military College atl'airs. Not 
a particle of progress was niiuie, and it 
begins to look as if no estimates would 
be passed. Mr. Casey spoke until Sun- 
day was ushered in. Hon. Mr, Fosi,er 
iisked hini to stop, but Mr, Casey eon- 
tinneil a few minutes longer. Then Mr. 
I'\)ster moved to sit on 51 i.uday morning. 
Mr. Laurier kicked, wlieieupon .Mr. Fos- 
ter said tho responsibility of no business 
being transacted would devolve on the 
opposition, and the matter ended. 

Five hundred citizens of Monti'wal 
came to town this afternoon and pre- 
sented a memorial asking half a million 
dollars to aid the proposed international 
exposition at Montreal next year. Sym- 
pathetic replies were given by Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell and Sir Charles Tupper, 
both of whom expressed regret that To- 
ronto and Montreal were clashing in tbe 
matter of the e.xhibition. Mayor Smith 
created a sensation when he quoted ,Iohit 
.Saiiiield Maedonaid's lainous phrase: 

"D your sympathy ; your money 

v/e want." 

Thomas Taylor, Lord Aberdeen's foot- 
man, was accidentally shot and killed 
hy a young man named Cheney, son of 
Loid Aberdeen's coachman. Both young 
fellows were out shooting birds when 
Cheney's rifle went ofl', the bullet pass- 
ing clean through Taylor's body. The 
vice regal household are greatly dis- 
tressed at the accident. The coroner's 
jury acquitted Cheney. The deceased 
has only'been out from England for two 
months. 

Ottawa's " cause celebre" in the trial 
of M i s. Bell for the brutal treatment, of 
her grandchildren terminated to-day, 
the prisoner being sentenced to penal 
servitude for life. 



BIUTAIiN'S CROWN JEAYELS. 

Rumored Plot to Steal the Royal Regalia 
and Other 'Valuables— Some of 
the Specimens, 

London, April 18, — Some alarm was 
caused in the Tower of London a few 
nights ago by the rumor that a plot to 
steal the crown jewels had been dis- 
covered. In any case, whether the re- 
port was founded on fact or not, it 
seoina there ia no doubt of unusual pre- 
cautions having been taken to guard the 
regalia. These jewels are kejit in the 
Wakelield tower, where Henry VI is be- 
lieved to have been murdered. They 
are valued at £13, 000, 000 and consist in 
the main of valuable ornaments, includ- 
ing .St. Edward's crown (made for 
Charles II), Queen Victoria's crojWfn 
(containing 2,783 diamonds), the large 
ruby 111 front of it said to have been 
given to tbe Black Prince in 1367 by 
Don Pedro of Castillo, and was worn by 
lieniy V on his lielniet at tjie 
battle of .-Vgineourt, Then there ' 
is the Prince of A'ales' crown of 
pure uold without precious stones, the 
t^tieen Consort's (uown, the t^tieen's 
crown, made for the wife of .iames TI ; 
St. Ktlward's stall' of gold, -1'.^ feet long, 
weighing about ninety pountls, the royal 
sceptre, tiueen Victoria's sceptre, the 
curtanii or pointless sword of mercy, 
swords of justice, coronation bracelets, 
royal spurs, coronation oil vessel or am- 
pulla, in the shape of an eagle; the salt 
cellar of state, a reproduction or medal 
of the white tower; silver baptisnnal 
font, silver wine fountain, the insignia 
of the|orders of theBath, Garter, Thistle, 
Victoria Cross, etc., together with many 
other relics of tbe past or present. They 
are contained in glass cases protected 
with strong iron cages. The plot is said 
to liave been recently discovered. 

This brings to mind the nearly buc- 
ce.'^sful attempt niatie hy Col. Thomas 
Hlooil, a disbanded oflicer of the Par- 
liamentary army in lt)71 , to carry off tbe 
crown jewels, lie had succeeded in 
wouinling and binding tho keeper of the 
jewel olliee, anil mtuiaged to esi:aj)e out 
tif the tower with St. lOdward's crown, 
but WHS captured, and subsequently 
pardoned by Charles II, who strange to 
say, granted him an estate worth £600 a 
year in Ireland. Col. Blood had pre- 
viously seized the Duke of Ormonde in 
bis cnach, one night on St. James street, 
and tuirrieil him away with the inten- 
tion (if liaiigiiig the Duke atTyhur.n, for 
(lefeaiiiig the conspiracy of tho Colonel 
to surprise Dublin Castle.

PERSECUTED JII.SSIONARIES. 

Turkish Authorities Make Accus.i.tions in 
the Courts AKaiiibt Several Chris- 
tian Ministers. 

Cos"ST.\.NriNoi'],K, .Vpril LS. — Telegrams 
from Bitlis, Kafitern Turkey, state that 
the house of Kev. Ueo. P. Knapp and 
Rev. Royal M. Coyle, miaaionariea of tlie 
American Hoard of Foreign Missions, of 
Hoston, has be(!n blockaded by the Turk- 
ish goveidiiiient in order that their ser- 
vants may not lie allowed togo and clniie 
from the market. On March 1.5 orders 
were given by the' Turkish government 
reijuiring that they and their families 
should all leave Bitlis by the sotitbern 
route. The roada were then impassable. 
The missionaries heartily acknowledged, 
the activity of Mr. Riddle, the United 
States ciiarge d'affaires, in securing the 
nullification of the order issued on the 
L'titb of ^larch for the expulsion of 
.Messrs. Knapp and Colo and their 
families, tiiid the zeal of .Sir Phil- 
lip Currie, the P)ritiHb amiiassaiior, 
in supporting Mr. Kiddle's demaml.s. 

.Sir I'iiillip Currie informed the Turk- 
ish minister for foreign affairs that llie 
.Vnierican ni i.^sionai ios co-operttted with 
(ireat Britain in <1 iatribiiting relief and 
be could not see tbeni driven away, ft 
is fnrtlier learned that on I'^ebi'tiary 
fifty-seven Armeniiin prisoners in Bitlis 
were released after being confined, most 
of them for months. With a few excep- 
tions all were leading men. Among 
them was the oldest ami foremost Ar- 
menian Protestant, His brother and 
son, head teachers in tlie boys' high 
school, American bo.ird, were both'killed 
anil for four month.'j he had not been 
allowed In Bee his family, iic waa the 
only man wlio could not be found to sign 
an tuldress of thanksiiiving to tho sover- 
eign, saying that the only thing he couUl 
e.xiirefis biniKclf as thiinkfnl for was that 
the rest had not been killed. When re- 
leased ami they were called ujion to 
pray for the long life of J,he Sultan with 
cheers, he kept silent, saying that his 
heart was broken and that he could not 
join.

Uti'awa, April 13. — The moat extra 
ordinary parliamentary sitting ever held 
in this or any other country closed at 
midnight on Saturday night, after the 
Commons of Canada had been in eon- 
tin nous session from three o'elock on 
Monday afternoon, the Gtli instant— a 
period of 129 hours. During the whole 
of tbiS time the only cessation in the 
flood of talk was during thedinner hour, 
from G to 8 o'clock each eveniAg. The 
government had no other course open to 
it than to ask the house to sit continu- 
ously, if any progress was to be made 
with the remedial bill ; but, even after 
resorting to sueh an ontreine measure as 
this, the house has been j)raetieallv set 
lit dfliauee b}- a few men. One of the 
most i Ml j)U(K.'nt ai?:-i'rtioii.s whieli bus 
liL'eu !'iei[auiilly made during the wei^k 
by till! Liberals is that tlit-y bad node- 
sire to iiljstruot tlio liusinens of par- 
liiuuerit, and yet when -jne looks over the 
pages of Hansard and sees tiie 
list of Grits who have lilleil in time 
during the past week the number is sur- 
prisinjr.

CniCA(io, April 18. — TheC'anailian Pa- 
cific has put in a through rate from the 
.Atlantic sea-board points to Australia, 

via Vancouver, which is if 10 less than 
tbe Southern I^acific rate via San I'ran- 
cisco.

AN TNTERESTING ADDRESS. 

Mr. Tomploman ami Dr. Milne havo 
taken timii by the foroloL-k. Tlieir joint 
address "To tiie Klectors of tho l-Mector- 
al District of Viutoria " appuared ou tho 
editorial page of Friday evening's Times. 
It reads very much like an extract from 
a Grit stump speech or a i)assago clipped 
from an ultra-Ui-it editorial. The .'itDrv 
it tells is very,very old, and the geutleiiieii 
will, we think, find when tliey have time 
to examine them that some of their 
statements aro not exactly accurate. 

We do not propose just now to review 
the address in detail. There will be 
plenty of time for that. We Durpose 
merely to direct attention to the prin- 
cipal phiiik of the platform of the Grit 
candidates and to one oi'|lheii- statotnents, 
wliich they, of coiir.ue, .wish the eleirtor.? 
to regard as mathematically accurate. 

"We fully endorse," they say, "the 
Opposition platform adopted at the 
Ottawa convention in June, 1898. As 
candidates of that party wo are opposed 
to the ruinous fiscal policy which has 
had a trial of eighteen years," etc., etc., 
and so forth. 

Let us turn to the I>iheral iilatfonii, 
conveniently kej)! standing in the 
Times, to see what it is that 
Mr. Templeman and Dr. Miliie 
as candidates for the aulfrages of the 
electors of Victoria " fully eiidorHC." 
The Liheral party in that platform de- 
clare : ' 

" riial the cu.stonis tariff of the Do- 
minion should be based, not as it is 
now upon the protective principle, but 
upon the requirements of the public ser- 
vice." 

Here, again, i.s what Messrs. Temple- 
man and Milne '• fiiliy enchjrae ": 

" We denounce the priiiciiile of iiro- 
tection as radically unsound and unjuat 
to the masses of the people, and we (h;- 
clare our conviction that any taritl' 
changes based on that principle must fail 
to afford any substantial relief from the 
burdens under which the country la- 
bors." 

This is Uu! t^roiiiid on wliirli the two 
Grit ciindiilatcs take their Ktaml aii<l 
from wliicli they caniKjt now recede, for 
it is the ground on wliich their party 
Stands. They are opposed not only to 
the National Policy, but they denounce 
the principle of protection in toto. They 
would not give any struggling industry 
in this Dominion the Elightest degree of 
protection or they woiiM not ik tend it 
against any (competition, no matler how 
powerful it niiglit be or Ikjw certain il 
v/ould be to email atiy infant iiuhiHtry 
that tried to contend against it. They 
would allow the-farmers and stockraisers 
of the Province to be swamped by the 
importation duty free of the cheap 
farm products, cattle, shoe]) and 
hogs of Washington, Oregon and 
California. They would have our 
farmers and ranchers fight against 
this competition without a shred of pi-o- 
tection or leave the country. Aad they 
would have young manufacturing indus- 
tries struggle on as best they might un- 
der a revenue tariff or dwindle and die. 
This is how, according to their own ad- 
dress, Mr. Templeman and Dr. Milne 
would treat tho farmers, the atockraisers 
and the niianufacturers ot the Victoria 
district and the rest of tho province, for 
do thby tiot say that they fully endorae 
the opposition platform adopted at tho 
Ottawa convention in 1893, which plat- 
form denounces " the principle of pro- 
tection as radically unsound." AVhat 
Btonger language could lliey use In con- 
.demnatioii of protection than this? 
.-r ;W|B are glad, however, to see the can- 
/s^jdatpfl conie out squarely on this .trade 
isBue-and we trust that they will not for 
their owrt credit siakes try to Shuffle out 



of the position which tliey have now so 
openly and so boldly taken. 

The stittemeiit which we wish to notice 
is not a matter of party nolitics at all. 
In fact ita subject matter is a grievance 
of which, if we remember rightly, we 
were the first to complain. Messrs. 
Templeman and .Milne nay: ' 

" We tiro ojiposed to the bleed ing pro- 
cess the jjrovince of British Columbia 
has been forced for yettra to contribute 
to the Dominion Tietisury in customs, 
excise, fishery and other dues and to 
Eastern monopolists over two Dnillions a 
year in excess of the sum returned to us 
for all purposes." 

AVo should like to see how the candi- 
dates ligiiro out these two millions. We 
believe if they went over tlie blue books 
fairly and carefully they would find the 
excess, as they putil, considerably under 
two million. However, they have staked 
their credit for truthfulness and accur- 
acy on the two millions, and they must 
show the ele(;tor.s of the district that 
they have not been either careless, 
ignorant or dishonest in making this re- 
presentation. 

As we have said before, this is not a 
party matter. The Federal Government 
takes from the province no more than 
that to which it is entitled by the terms 
of Confederation, and we have not heard 
that Jlr. Laurier or the Liberal Uonven- 
tion has become bound to refund to 
any jirovince any part of the receipts 
from tiiiit province over and above what 
is e.Kpended in it out of the Federal 
Treasury. We know very well that the 
Grits did not act upon this principle 
when they were in power. They then took 
from the provinces every dollar that the 
Dominion was entitled to, and gave 
back as little as they possibly could. 
The old-timers in this province have a 
very distinct recollection of how close- 
fisted the Grits were when they were 
entrusted with the keys of the Treasury. 
They, in fact, tried very hard indeed to 
wriggle out of expending on I!riti,-^h Col- 
umbia's behalf wliiil they were bound 
to do by the terms of Confederation. 
So acute did the dispute between tho 
Grit Government and the Province of 
British Columbia become that an Dn- 
jierial Minister of the Crown was called 
in to arbitrate between them. 

L'ntil Messrs. Teiiijileman and Milne 
get the Liberal leader and his party fully 
to endorse the paragraph of their ad- 
dress that we have quoted above it 
must Ije taken by the intelligent electors 
of Victoria as so niiich buncombe.

I'll Y SI CI A XS' SUCRE TS. 

When is a physician justified in re- 
vealing secrets imparted to I1in.l1 in coii- 
lidenire by patients or that he diaeovera 
for himself in the course of his practice, 
IS a ((Ue.'Jtioii whie;; an Knglish Jury was 
called upon the other day prai;ticiklly to 
decide. Dr. Playfair was called in to 
attend Mrs. Arthur Kitson, who had not 
lived with her husband since 18i)e. Tho 
Doctor, in the course of his attendance 
on the liidy, Ixilieved that he had found 
out Honiothing whii'li, if it were general- 
ly known, woiihl lAM-iiinoi;s to liorr(>|)U- 
tation. Dr. Playfair Ixdieved it to be 
his tluty to mention the fact to his wife, 
who was intimate with Mrs. Kitson, and 
Mrs. Playfair thought it in<!umbent 
on her to mention the discovery which 
her husband thought he had lUiule to- 
Sir.Jaiiies Kitson, Mrs. Kitsoii's brother- 
in-law, who thereupon withcbew from 
the lady tho allowance of .t-tOU' a year 
which he had been paying to her for 
some time, and which had been her only 
means of support. 

Mrs. Kitson then prosecute<l Dr. Play- 
fair for slander. Tlie case was tried by 
Mr. Justice Hawkins, and t!ie trial 
lasted Hoven days. Dr. Playfair tileaded 
that he had only done his duly in men- 
tioning the matter to his wife to prevent 
her continuing to associate with Mrs. 
Kitson. Evidence was given by medical 
men as to wiioii a physic'iaii is ju.stified 
in revt'aling professional sei'iet.s. .Judge 
Hawkins in liis aihlicrts to the jury 
said tliat " Tlie iiiedit;al iiu-n called 
said Ihtit there were two exceptions to 
the rule imposing on them secrecy as to 
confidences gained during professional 
attendance. The first was as to giving 
evidence in a court of law. His I.ord- 
ship did not altogether agree with what 
they said as to that. It all depcndeil 
upon the jiiili.;e. The jiulgc might in 
some cases refuse to coiiiiiiil a medical 
man for contempt in refusing to reveal 
conlidences. Each case would be gov- 
erned by the particular circumstances, 
and tho ruling of the judges deciding no 
doubt accoriliiig to law, would bo the 
tost. Sec(nidly, they sttid if there were 
circumatances from wliicli they siipposed 
a crime was intended to bo committed, 
they would have to inform the Public 
Prosecutor." 

The jury found that Dr. Play- 
fair was in tho wrong, and they as- 
nessed the damages at X12,000 ($(5t),0U0). 
The verdict was certainly a i)retty still' 
one, but the judge evidently approved of 
it and it was received with loud applause 
in court. 

The Times concludes quite a long arti- 
cle on the case as follows : 

"We need not assume that in his 
(Dr. Phiyfair'a) after conduct he was ac- 
tuated by nialico in tho common sense of 
the word. But we cannot but consider 
that he made a grave mistake of judg- 
ment. He has boon severely punished 
for it, botli by tho findings of the jury 
and the damages be will .hsive to pay. 
bur only satisfactipn in the case is that 
it teaches a lessdn' hot, we feel sure, 
greatly- needed by the -medical profes- 



TIIE NEWS FROM AFRICA. 

Matters apjiear to be in a critical con- 
dition in South Africa. The Boers are 
assuming a threatening attitude and the 
Matabele are in open revolt. In times 
like these one feels almost sorry that the 
telegraph news-service is not under a 
rigid censorsiii[). Newspaper corres- 
pondents are in these days fio fond of 
sensationalism, they are so prone to ex- 
aggerate and to make the worst of (hings, 
that readers are altogether at a loaa to 
know how much of the telegraphic news 
they read to accept as true and how much 
to reject as false. Then again there are 
newsmongers, when the news is not 
sensational enough or sjiicy enongh 
to please them, who do not hesi- 
tato to invent rumors and to 
give accounts of incidents that never 
took place. As to their snrmiaes and 
predictions it is not safe to place the 
slightest reliance upon them. It is pos- 
sible for them to know w hat baa taken 
place and many telegruiihic corrospoud- 
ents give fair and truthful accounts of 
what has heiMi openly said ami dune. 
But when they come to deal with what • 
has taken iduce in secret and to speculate j 
as to Vliul is going to take place it is not j 
safe to i>lace the slightest reliance upon 1 
their announcements and predictions. | 
The situation in Matabele and the Trans- 
vaal may be as serious as the telegrams 
describe it to be but we think it will be 
prudent to discount the news they con- 
tain liberally for it i's quite likely the 
reader may iind by and by to his disgust 
that he has been grossly imposed upon 
and that matter* were not half ho bail as 
the telegrams described them to he.

Bulnwayo and Its Inliabitaitts 
Greatest Danger From Foes 
Within and Without. 



AvniiLiuent of the Place — Steps 
Taken to Replace tUo Diminish- 
ing Food Supply. 



Cai'ICTow.v, Ajiril 18. — No ofiiciaUtiito- 
tiieiit, from any source, is worth con- 
sidering for a moment if it tukes the 
ground that Buluwayo i? not in daujier. 
Bulnwayo is in the greatest dan^;er — in 
in fiu'.t, ore lliis, the town may he in the 
hands of the M:ital)eleH and one of the 
moat teiril.'le niLissacre^ on reeunl ma}- 
have occurred. Tlie latest advices re- 
ceived from Bulnwayo have greatly in- 
creased tlie anxiety felt for the safety of 
the place. Military men, scouts, Dutch- 
men and English, civilians of all chisseH, 
veterans and i;overnMUMit. oflicialH, all 
concnr in the slatonirnt that, tlie t'liv- 
ernor of Caije Colony, Sir Uereulcs Kuh- 
inson, has not told the truili if he has 
notified the liome government tl)ai Uiii- 
uwayo is in no danger. It .is evident to 
everyone here that the British at linl- 
uwayo are in a most critical positior.. 
The chief point of their weakness is in 
tlie nnnihers and the inmieusity of tlie 
hoiiU'.i of Mat.ilieles that are gathering 
for itii attack. 

Then at;aiii, lar^e nninlH^r.-s of Mata- 
bek'H — pret-unied to lie friendlies — have 
by some excuse or oUicr .'■urrceded in 
entiM ini; the town and it. in well kiinwn 
they have planned to ri.se and strike at 
the llritirjh as soon as the warrior .^iala- 
beles are heard outside the line of de- 
fence. Must (jf the Matabeles in Jiidii- 
wayo trot t-lierc by pretending to seek 
tlie protection of tht^ whites anil the lat- 
ter were foolish enoujili to fall inlo the 
trap. These Matabeles are aruiud and 
an outbreak may soon occur. It is stat- 
ed that Buluwayo is held by a thousand 
men. This is not correct. As hitherto 
stated in these disp itches, the number 
of lighting men at Buluwayo is under 
S)0O and this is a small number com pared 
with 16,000 JIatabelesiathe vicinity of the 
town. Three hundred are reported to have 
loeon ilisijiitched to liold Man;;we pass, 
which is a steep delile with angular 
turnings that can he niaile impregnable. 

Other ilispatch"s, however, announce 
that a strong force of the reniaiiiing UUO 
whites intended to leave Huluwayo yes- 
terday in order to attack the Matahele 
inipi, composed of Lohengula's crack 
Imbezu regiment, from which native 
police, who have been shown to have 
Started the rebellion, were recruited. 
The impi is looked upon as being the 
most formidable in or about Matabele- 
land in point of tmnibers and efhcieney. 
AVarriors have been secretly profiting 
for some time past by the drill and tac- 
tics of the police deserters, and as the 
latter took with them their arms and 
amniuiution and all other arms and am- 
munition they coidd lay their hands on, 
the Iinbcz'i regiment, always most for- 
midable, are likely to prove more than a 
iiiuteb fur tlie small iSiitish. force. In 
fact nobody heie can understand the 
rashness of such a sortie being ))er- 
miUeil.and it is feared the awl'iil mis- 
take of Isaiiilula may be repealed. 

The P.ritisli may be enticed into the 
bush by a feint, and while they are there 
engaged with overwhelming numbers, 
the main body of the Matahele army 
may be hurled against Buluwayo and 
swept over it in sjiite of the defences 
and rapid-liring guns, liesides, as al- 
ready stated, an attack of the Matabeles 
from the outside is more likely to he as- 
sisted by the rising Matabeles inside the 
fortifi(;ations. This has been antici- 
pated iind guarded against so far as pos- 
sible, hut tlie people predict a great dis- 
aster if the slim British force opposing 
15,11(10 Matabeles is allowed to divide it- 
self and engage in a sortii! against the 
eneriiv. The great trouble in Buluwayo 
seems to hi; that the majority of tlu' 
leaders are dashing, dare-devil men who 
are i)rone to engage an enemy lirst ami 
estimate his numbers later — generally 
too late. In addition hi the Imbe/.u 
impi, it is known that two other foriiiiil- 
able Matahele regiments are in close 
proximity to Buluwayo, and it would 
seem that a carefully prepareil |)laii of 
attack has been drawn nil and is being 
carried out ivith a skill and deliberation 
which gives addition color to the report 
that the Boers are behind the uprising. 

The armament of Bulnwayo, accord- 
ing to advices received yesterday, con- 
sists of live seven pounders, one twelve 
and a half pounder, three .Ma.\im guns, 
one Ciardner, and one Xordenfelt rapid 
firing giin, the two latter having been 
sent to the front by the British Hag ship 
St. licorgc. In addition, there are sev- 
eral other liidd guns of little use except 
to consume large quantities of powder, 
and tlK^re are also 350 Lee-Melford rifles 
availalde, besides rifles, scouts, volun- 
teers, etc., which are of all makes, though 
the majority are Winchestera and Mar- 
tini-ileiiri's. For the latter the supply 
of aninmnition is fair, but there were 
only about one million rountls of car- 
tridges at Buluwayo, and those who 
have sei^ii the Maxims and Other rapid- 
firing guns vomiting fire at the rate of a 
hundred shots to thi^ minute know that 
a million cartridges will not suffice to 
enable Buluwayo to be held for any 
length of time against the repeated night 
attacks of a fierce, persistent enemy. 
Then, to make matters worse, it is 
\vliis])i'ied that the million ronniis fif 
cartridges iiave already been greatly 
drawn uiion, and it is liinted that anp- 
pliea must reach Buluwayo shortly, or 
the worst mav be apprehended if there 
is a further expenditure of ammunition 
Five hundred pounds of rifles and am- 
munition left Mafeking on March 28 
under a strong escort and this supi)ly 
ought to reach Buluwayo shortly. 

The food supply of Buluwayo is slowly 
givinir out, mainly owing to the number 
of natives the toWn has to feed in addi- 
tion b) its white inhabitants, refugees 
garrison and forces occupying the out 
lying posts. It is true that 18 wagons 
loaded with ii/oviHions ar(5 reported to 
have reached a spot about sixty niiloa 
from Buluwayo, where they are laagered 
awaiting a favorable opiiortunity to get 
into the town. The garrison has been 
communicated with and the escort pr 
vision train is to be strengthened, then 
the wagons will be pushed on to BnUi 
w-ayo. Thus it will be seen that steps 
have been taken to relievo Buluwayo 
with provisions, arms, and ammunition 
and 600 volunteers have been hastily 



equipped and sent to the front. Delay, 
.SDite of everything, must occur, and 
it id iiossihle the .Maiain-les may capture 
provisions and ammunition trains, in 
which case the silnation in Buluwayo 
will be desperate, indeed. It is stated, 
on the other hanil, that the chiefs of the 
native tribes of Bechunaland, which the 
relief forces must traverse, have been 
perfectly peaceable in their demeanor, 
and are helping the government. 

There is no change in the situation so 
far aa the Boers are concerned. They 
are continuing their preparations ap- 
parentlv for a great struggle, and it is 
feared here tlnit the fact that the secre- 
tary of state for the colonies. Mr. .Joseph 
Chanihcrlain, thought it necessary to 
.lotifv I'residiuit Iviuger that the dis-

AKTICOSTI SBTTLteMENT. 

Departure of M. Menlcr's French Expedition. 

IlAvni:, April 18.— The steamer Savoy, 
freighted by Gaston Menier, of choco- 
late fame, for Anticosti, in the estuary 

of the St. Lawrence, where M. Menier 

intends to attempt colonization, left here 
on Wednesday laden with a large 
quantity of material, agricultural im- 
plements and tools of all kinds 
antl fifty emigrants of dillerent 
trades. Mr. Menier has appointed ns 
the governor of the island M. Com- 
mettant, former commissioner of the 
trans-Atlantic company at a salary of 
25,000 francs. Another inhaliitant of 
Havre, M. Landrieu, is to he associated 
with him in the work of administration. 
The cost of this attempt at colonization 
is estimated at 7,000,000 francs.

ceases to be an amateur by 

(a) Riding after April 3, ],S9(i, in a bi- 
cycle race upon any make of bicycle of- 
fered for sale or manufactured in any 
factory, store or other place of business in 
which he is employed in any caiiacily, or 
with which he la concerned"! n any iiian- 
iicr whatsoever. 

(h) Engaging incyclingor other recog- 
nized athletic exercise, or personally 
teaching, training or coaching any [ler- 
soii therein either by iiieansof obtaining 
a livelihood or for a wager, money jirize 
or gate money. 

(c) Competing with a professional or 
niakiiig a pace for, or having the pace 
nui'le by, such in luiblic, or for a jirize. 

(<1) Selling, |5iuvniiig, exchanging, bar- 
tering or otherwise turning into cash or 
in any manner realizing cash upon any 
prize won by him. 

(e) Accepting, directly or indirectly, 
for cycling, any remuneration or com- 
pensation whatever or anv payment of 
expenses save as hereinafter set forth ; 
that is to say, a bicycle club may pay 
the railway fares and fees only of its 
racing members in attending' bicycle 
meets in Canada. 

(f) No prize for an amateur race in 
Canada sliiiU exceed in value $25. 

(g) .•\n amateur may not comnete otit- 
sitle of Canada except by special permis- 
sion of a member of the Dominion racing 
boartl or the c'tairman of the district 
boa rd . 

(h) Permission is granted to the Do- 
minion racing board to consider and pass 
upon untilJune 30 ticct, the cases of 
racing men now in Class B, who may ap- 
ply for reinstatement as amateurs. Be- 
instatements shall take place only by 
the unanimous vote of the Dominion 
hoard and on recoiumendations of the 
district board. After ,Iune ,W, 18i)li, tbi-- 
appeal for reinstatement shall lie only 
to the annual ineetinir, us i)i-ovided in 
Article II, clause 5, sub-section {d)of the 
by-laws.
